Ince my repair into England, whither I in the Month 
of May laſt made my Eſcape with the manifeſt peril 
of my Life, being ſurrounded with a Thouſand Difh- 
culties and Hazards, I encountred another Aﬀittion 

of a different remper and complexion , and fuch as I 

2 little ſuſpeted ro find among the Inhabirants of this 

happy Country. Had my Converſation. been among Bigorted 

Papiſts ( of whole Society I was never very fond); had [ 

hapned into the Herd of deſperate Malecomtenrs , whoſe ſordid 
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complyance with the exorbitant Infraftions- of the Municipal 

arbitrary Javalions of all. Civil Rights, during 
bhe ical Tyranny of _the late Reign had hardned them in 
their Apoſtacy, and rendred them as uncapable of Convidion, 
as they are unworthy of Mercy: I ſhould either have with- 
drawn my ſelf from ſuch unſeaſonable Picqueering, or with a 
OF (hon, largented rheir incorrigible, Obſtinacy and 
Detction. fone But eſs, , formerin Curiofay leading 
meto a freFueacy of \Cohverle., ahd a\ varicty pf Mew Faces, 
| became aſtoniſhed tro hear and obſerve many Perſons (pro- 
telling the Proteſtant Re/:1g10n) ſo (hamefully abandon'd to a 
perverſe and degenerate ſenſe of the late miraculous Revolution, 
and an uneahie reſtieſnefs under the Auſpicious Government ot a

wich ws their Sophiſtical Arguments I overheard 


them urge the Actions and Behaviour of the late King in [re- 
land , tne "Uranguility of the Proteſtants there , and their 
Immunity trom the Rigor of the Laws, and the Violence and 
Þoprvc at pc Souldicrs, as an invincible Proot of his Goodneſs 
>Moderation , and a demonſtrative Induction ro Cajole the 
good People of .England into an Expectation of Peace and 
Felicity, by his Reſtitution to the Throne; my Admiration was 
turn?d into Extaſte , and I became equally diſtorted with the 
emotions of Pity and Rage. And tho I belteve the number 
of thoſe State Hereticks to be but inconſiderable , compared 
with the-vaſt mvltitude of Perſons well-afteted ro the preſent 
Government; yer I thought it my Duty to oppoſe theſe 
miſtaken Principles, and (laying alide the conſideration of all 
the Topicks drawn from the DoCtrin of Non-Reſiſtance, Paſſive 
Obedience, and ſuch unpraCticable 'Notions) to apply my {elt, 
as near,as I can, tothe Aﬀairs of Ireland, and to endcavyenr to 
d:labufe the World, and reCtifte the erronious Apprehenſions of 
tuch Men, as ignorantly applaud the Government and publick 
Managery of Matters in that moſt unfortunate Kingdom. In 
the Recounting whereof, it will be no preſumption in me to 
beſpeak an cntire Credit to be given to what I ſhall hereafer 
xelate ; fince the whole Narration ſhall be compoſed: of ſuch 
Particulars

Particulats as are evidently deduc'd from Public A#: and Pre- 
clamations, or {hall be jiiſtifved againſt all Contradiftion, by' a 
poltfive arowing of what I. lrave ſeen and heard. ' 
. I ſhall begin where the Late King began at his hrſt Arrival 
in Jreland , when to Ingratiate himſelt with the Proteſtants, 
and. to begert an Opinion -of his great Clemency among the 
People, he very graciouſly :condeſcended* to grant a General 
and Free Perden to the nhabitants.of rhe Town of Bandon, 
amuſing them with an. affurance of an' abſolute Indemnity for 
their Tranſgrefſions.; but ſoon after to gratifie the Malice of 
thoſe Furious Zealots (who have plainly diſtratted that unfor- 
tunate Prince ) he remitted them to the ſeverity of the Law, 
and exposd them to a Trial for their Lives , upon which they 
vere all found guilry of High Treaſon; and ne' other Confes 
chence could rationally be expe&ted , when both ' Fudges and 
fury were compoſed of inexorable Papiſts; and in the mean 
time this mighty Crime, which was the Object of the Kings. 
Mercy, and an Inſtance of the Cruelty and Injuſtice of his 
SubjeEts, was no more than that the Inhabitants of che Place 
obſerving their Neighbours to be openly Rebb'd and Pillag'd, 
#nd clandeſtine "Thievery to proceed ito violent Depredation, 
they thought it prudent to ſhut their Gates, and avoid Plunder 
by a neceſſary Detence and Self-preſervation. "This was the firſt 
Eſſay of the gracious Indulgence of a Popifſh King t6 his Prote- 
fant Subjetts. I his was a plain Specimen of what is to be expe- 
Qed from him who will Mortgage his Reaſon ro the humor of 
his Priejts. Yo 

The Bulinefs of Sir Thomas Southwell is altogether of 
another nature; and as the repetition-ot it may juſtly cauſe an 
abhorrence of thoſe Blood-Suckers, who delight in the Torment 
and Ruine ct ſuch as they call Hereticbs ; fo the Example'may 
admonith ail Men of: Note and Degree', not to truckle their 
Authority in Valialage to their Servants and Inferiours. The 
Earl of Seaforth taking a particular Fancy ' to Sir Thomas 
Southweil, 1 very hopeful young Gentleman (and under Con- 
demnation ivr his.reputed Rebellion)procur'd a Warrant from the 
Late King to Sir Richard Nagle his Attorney General, to paſs #

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Pardon for him, which the aid Earl ſhewed to Sir Richard 5 
but he iz a moſt unmanner]y and churliſh faſhion refuſed to 
it; ſaying, It was more than the King could do. The Earl 
returned to his Maſter, and reported the Anſwer of the Attorney 
General ; who being ſent for, own'd it to the King,and polttivel y 
told him, It was not in his power to grant him a Pardon ; where- 
upon the Poor Prince was overcome with Grief and Paſſinn, 
and Joc; 4 himſelf -up in his Cloſet. This ſtiffneſs of the Surly 
Attorney, General was;grounded on the A& of Attainder, paſt 
in their Parliament, whereby that King is debar'd from the Pre. 
rogative of Pardoning, and the Subjet torecloſed from all expe- 
Qtation of Mercy, as may be ſeen by the ſaid Act hereafter in its 
du: place, He who in England was flatter'd into a _conceit of an 
abſolute and unlimited Power to diſpenſe with the Eſtabliſh'd 
Laws, is not allowed in Irc/and the Priviledge inherent to all 
Sovercign Powers by the Law of Nations, to pardon the Offences 
of a Subicct. But even in chis i has appeared{as by ſeveral other 
Inftinces) that hz is permictcd to pardon any Crime in a Roman. 
Catholic ; bur ia relation to a Proueitant Heretick the Law is 
v\Ciſpenhbible. | 

And what Favour Proteſtants are to expeCt under a Popiſh 
King, and in a Kingdom where Popery 1s predominant , let all 
Men judge by their procedure in /rel/and , where almoſt all the 
Churches (where the ri} Arms were prevalent ) except in 
Dublin, were ſeiled by Authority, the Proteſtant Miniſters De- 
prived, and Popiſh Prieſts Setled and Inducted into Livings and 
Eccichaſtical Preterments. And that I may not be ſuſpected ro 
taik ar Randomgthe Reader may for his further ſatisfaction peruſe 
two ſeveral Atts paſt in their Parliament , whereby all Popiſh 
Priclts and Dignitaries are veſted in the perception of Tithes, 
and all other Eccleſiaſtical Dues: And tho? theſe Acts ſeem ro 
have a_ditect aſpe&t only on the Reman Cathchicks, yer they 
{quint upon the Proteſt ents, who having no Miniſters of their 
own to whom they nught pay their 'Tithes , weuld be obliged 
tw pay the Tenth part to the Predominane Party , to whoſe 
arbitrary Power and Will the other tine Parts are ſubjcted.

Dereag Tithes, Oblations, Obventions, Offerings, and 
other Ecclcliaſtical Dutizs and Profits growing and 
atiling within all and every the reſpeCtive Pariſh and 
Pariſhes of this Kingdom , (Impropriate Tithes excepted) have 
by the Law of the Land, and Conſtitution of Holy Church, 
ever lince the Council of Lateras, been due and payable ro the 
reſpective Paſtors, Curates and V icars of the faid- reſpective 
Parithes, having Cure of Sou's thercin ; as a Proviſion and Main- 
tenance for them for ſerving the faid Cure , by celebrating Di- 
vince Service, Adminiltring ot Sacraments, Preaching and In- 
ſtructing the Pariſhioners tacreof in the true Faith, and perform- 
ing other Paſtoral Duties belonging to their FunCtions. 

Fe2almuch as the Reman Carbolick Subjetts of this King-. 
dom for ſonic time paſt have maintainedtheir own Prieſt, Paſto: s, 
Curars and Vicars, and thereby have been very much impovs 
riſhed, by being obliged ro pay their Tithes and other Eccleft- 
aſtical Duties, to the Proteſtant Clergy, who have not laboured 
inthe Admini(tration of any of the faid' Spiritual Othces for any 
of the faid Roman Cathol cks. ; 

Be it therckoze Enared, and it is hereby Enacted by your 
mot Excellent Majeſty, by- and with the Advice and Conſent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and the Commons in this 
preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by Authority of the ſame, 
That your Mijeſtics Reman Cathbolick Subjets of this Kingdom, 
ſhall and may ſet out and pay all their Tithes, Oblations, Obven- 
tions, and other Eccleſiaſtical Duties, ( which of right are due 
and payable from henceforth to their reſpective Roman Catholick 
Pricſts, Paſtors, Curats and Vicurs , and to no other Perſon or 
Per{ons, of whatſoever Religion or Per/walion ſerver, (Impro-- 
priate Tithes excepted) any Law or Cultom to the contrary 


notwithſtancing. P:ovided 
e0v10e 
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P2ovided always, and it is hereby further Ena&ed, That 


all and every Perſon and Perſons of the faid Roman Catholtek 
Clergy,” who ſhall be Emitutked to any 'Ttthes, or Payments in 
lieu of Tithes, by virtye of this Act, or otherwiſe, and their Pro- 
Ctors'and Farmers, ſhall and may fuc for the fame, or the value 
thercof, by, Writ, Bill, Petition, or Action of Debr, or ſuch other 
Adtion for Subſtvattion , or nor ſetting forth the frid Tithes 1 
any of your Majefties Courts within this Kingdom, as lererofole 
they might have dune, for detaining or not paying any Temporal 
Duty ; and fha!l and may recover their Coſts in ſuch Suits, and 
all Tncapacities heretofore deviſed by any Temporal Law , for 
diſabling any of the ſaid Roman Catholick Clergy from enjpying 
2ny Benefcet or Tithes, or making any Collations or Benefices 
to them conferred, void, are hereby diſcharged and made 
void to all intentsand purpoſes.

Another At CONCCrMNg Appropriate 
Tithcs, and other Duties payable to 
Eccleſuaſtical Diomtaries. 


Dereag by an AC paſt in this preſent Seſſion of Par- 
liament, Entituled , An -A&# concerning Tithes and 
other Eccleſiaſtical Duties, It is amonglt other things 


Enacted, 'That the Roman Catholick Subjects of this Kingdom 
ſhall and may, for ever, pay their reſpective Tithes (Impro- 
priate Tithes excepted) and their reſpe&tive Oblations, Obven- 
tions, and other their Eccleſiaſtical Dues and Duties, to their 
reſpe&tive Roman Catholick Prieſts and Paſtors, Curates and 
Vicars; to whom alſo Remedy is given by the faid ACt for 
recovering the ſame, | 
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Aud Whereas within this Kingdom there are ſeveral Ap- 
propriate 'Tithes formerly belonging ro Archbiſhops , Biſhops, 
Deans, Deans and Chapter, Collegiate Churches, Arch- 
Deacons, Preberids, and other Feck fraftical Digniraries : And 
whereas a Doubr did ariſe , Whether the Roman Catholicks, 
who are to pay ſuch Appropriate Tithes, are by the faid Act 
to pay the ſame to their reſpective Ryman Catholick Pricſts, 
Pattors, Curates and Vicars, who are Incumbents within rhe 
reſpeQive Pariſhes where fuch Appropriate 'T'ithes are due, to 
the refpective. Roman Catholick Dignitaries, within ſuch Pa- 
riſhes or Places were fuch 'Tithes are payable. 

And ik 18 hcrebp Declared and Enated by the Rings 
moſt Excellent Majetty , by the Advice and Conſent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in this prefent 
Parliament Aﬀembled, and by Authority of rhe fame, That the 
Reman Cathclicks of this Ringiom , who are to pay anv fuch 
Appropriate "V'rhes, thall ftrony time ro. time, and at all 
timcs hereafter, for ever, pay the ſame to the reſpettive Rowan 
Cathulick Archbithops , Bithops, Deans , Deans and Chapte-, 
Collegiate Churches, Archdeacons, Frebends, or 6ther Romany 
Catholick Dignitaries, that are or ſhail be Roman. Carnalick' 
Dignitaries, within the Parithes or Places where fuch Tithes 
are or ſhall be payable in ſuch manner as the fatze were 
formerly paid ſince ' the Reformation , to the reſpeHive Pro- 
teſtant Archbiſhops, Bifhops, Deans, Deans and Chapter, 
Collegiate Churches, Archdeacons, Prebends, or other Eccle- 
ſfaſtical Proteſtant Dignitaries of fuch Pariſhes or Places : 
And that the faid reſpective Roman -Catholick Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops, Deans, Deans and Chapter, Collegiate Churches, 
Archdeacons, Prebends, and other Roman Catholick Dignitarics, 
ſhall have the ſame, or the like Remedy, for the reſpeEtive 
Recovery of fuch Appropriate Tithes , as the ſaid reſpective 
Roman Catholick Prieſts, Paſtors, Curates and Vicars , have c: : 
ſhall have, for the recovery of the Tithes, pavable to them 
refpectivily by virtue of the faid former Act, any thing 4n the 
ſaid forracr Act to the contrary notwithilanding,

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And whereas it may be a Doubt, who ſhall be deetneds 
taken or reputed to be Roman Catholick Archbiſhops, Biſhops, 
Deans, Archdeacons, or other Roman Catholick Dignitaries, 
Prieſts , Paſtors, Curgtes and Vicars, within the meaning of 
this, or the ſaid former Act. Be it hereby Enacted by the 
Authority aſorcfaid, That ſuch Roman Catholick Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops, and Deans, now in being, as His Majeſty by any 
Inſtrument under his Privy Signet and Sign Manual, ſhall 
ſignifie to be Roman Catholick Archbiſhops , or Biſhops of any 
Diocels, or Deans of ſuch Places or Churches within this 
Realm, ſhall be reputed, taken and deemed the reſpective 
Roman 'Catholick Archbiſhops and Biſhops of - ſuch Diocels, 
and Deans of ſuch Places within this Realm: And that ſuch 
P: r{on and Perſons as hereafter ſhall be Roman Catholick Arch- 
biſhops , or Bithops of any Dioceſs within this Kingdom, or 
Dean of any Place or Church, ſhall be ſuch, and no other, as 
ſhall be reſpeCtively Ordained Archbiſhops , or Biſhops of ſuch 
Dioceſs, or Deans+of ſuch Places or Churches, by the No- 
mination or Preſentation of His Majeſty , his Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors; and that ſuch fhall be deemed Roman Catholick Arch- 
deacons, Prebends, or other Roman Catholick Dignitaries ; 
and ſuch thall be deemed Roman Cartholick Prieſts, Paſtors, 
Curates and Vicars, as have been, or ſhall be allowed and 
approved of by the Roman Catholick Archbiſhop of the 
Viocels, where he or they did or {hall Officiate, or they 
reſpectively ſhall be. approved of , or allowed by the Roman 
Cartholick Metropolitan of the Province where ſuch Dioceſs

And be it further Enacted , That the King's Majclty, 
his Heirs and Succefſors, and all ſuch as are, or ſhall be Roman 
Catholick Archbiſhops, Biſhops, or other Roman Catholick 
Dignitaries within this Kingdom , and their Succeflors ; and all 
Romen Catholick Lords, Knights, Gentlemen , or others, and 
their Heirs and Afſhgns reſpeCtively , who have, or ſhall have 
any Adyowſon, Collation , or Right of Prefentation, Nomi-

Ir is a raatter not unworthy the obſervation, how dexterouſly 
2 the Government there could prevaricate in their dealings with the 
* poor enſlaved Proteſtants. For uponany apprehenſion of Succors 
- arriving from England, or other pretext to fleece and ſqueeze 
them, an Information was preſently given, how numerous the 
= Proteſtants were, and what danger may ariſe from thence ; 
2 and then they were fortwith confined, and hurried away to 
22 Priton, and their Houſes and Goods expoſed to the R2pine of 
the Iriſh and French: Atanother time, when it might be ſubſer- 
vient to their defigns , to leſſen their number and undervalue 
the ſtrength of the Prcteſtants ; then they give out thar their 
number was but ſmall, and their Intereſt inconfiderable: And 
this is very remarkable in a late paſſage at the City of Limer- 
> ick, where the Cabal of the Papilts projeRting to get the 
> the Churches ( there ) into their Hands, Repreſentcd to the 
+ King and Council, that the Proteſtants in that place were ſo 
* » very few, that there was no need to ailign them any more, 
Wt, than one Church for their meeting ; and this Suggeſtion was 
| fortified by a Letter from the Larl of Limerick atteſting the 
ſame; but when the bulineſs _ to be examined, it appeared 
ro 
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to be ſo groſs and palpable a Deluſton, that their King him- 
ſelf ſaw through it, and diſcovered the Impoſture ; and out of 
meer ſhame diſmiſt the Petitioners without any ſucceſs in their 
Application. | 
If at any time, an Information was given to the Government 
of any Mony or Plate, or other things valuable in the Hands 
of a Proteſtant, tho guarded by the folemnity of- a ProteCtion ; 
this was ſoon ſeconded by the ſuſpicion of ſome Plot againſt 
the Government, and immediatly a Party was ſent to ſeife their 
Perſons, to Search, and Plunder their Houſes ; and fo after the 
Infliction of all forts of Miſery and Diſtreſs, they are admitted 
to Liberty, under the Caution of Bonds for Goodbehaviour, 
but nothing left to- ſuſtain them, or to prevent” the Calamitous 
Aflaults of Poverty and Famin. , 
At another time they proceded with a more Jeſuitical Fineneſs, 
for having in their Eye a concealed purchaſe of Mony, or 
good Movables, in the Hands of a Prote#tant ; immediatly an 
Order was ſecretly granted, to ſeife the Perfon and ſecure he 
Goods : and then to amuſe the World with an Opinion of their 
Juſtice and Lenity, a Proclamation was conceived with a plauſi- 
ble Promiſe of Indeninity, to all” Proteſtants under their Pro- 
tection ; and an invitation to all Men, to reſt ſecure under the 
Benigniry of it. But in the mean time the matter is ſo Order- 
ed, that the Proclamation ſhall not be publiſhed, nor deliver- 
ed into the Sheriffs Hands, or other Officers, th6 Antidated 
before the Ifluing ſuch Order, till a certain Advertiſement be 
received, that the Order is Executed, and the work done. 
Whar a miſerable and an inexampled Opprefſion is it, that the 


poor Subje&ts ſhall be compelled to part with their Gogds 


and Merchandiſe for a contemptible Lump of Braſs, or Pew- 
zer ! Yet ſuch is, and hath been the conſtant proceeding of the 
late King towards his Subjefts of Ireland 3 whoſe Goods and 
Commodities he rather ſeifeth than buyeth, and becoming the 

rand Merchant of the Kingdom, he is the general ingroſſer 
of all Trade, which he vents and exports to his dear Corre/- 


pendent in France , Bargaing with the Owner at ſuch a Rare, 44

which was firik publiſhed on a certain Market day, when 
(by the encouragement the Farmers had from a Proclamation pub- 
liibed ſome ſhort time before, for ſetting higher Rates on all 
Commodities , ) it was obſerved the Markets in al parts of the 


City , had more Corn in. tkem than had been feen tor ſome - 


Months before ; the Lord Mayor by name Mac Dermet, 
ſome daies þefore went into the Market, and toli the Country

jatizfed Perſon, duly and without »Prejudic ah hr conſider 
the Att of Atrainder , lately paſt in freland, wherem he ſhall 
ob{erve, not only the utmoſt Severity , Partiality , and Injuſtice 
done to the Proteſlants, but manag?d in ſo fallacious a manner, 
that the whole Proceeding is complicated with Fraud , Frep- 
anning and Circumyention, For the ſecret Machinations of 
the Papiſts, and the open and uncontroli'd - Outrages done by 
them on the Perſons, Eſtates, and Goods of the Proteſtants, are 
roo notorioys, and may juſtly excuſe them before God and Man, 
and warrant their. voluntary withdrawing. themſelves from 
under the Tyranny of their implacable Enemies and  Oppreſ: 
ſors; yet the Proceſs againſt them hath been managed with ſo 
much Art, Fallacy, and Surprize, that it is morally impoſſible 
for any Proteſtant to avoid the Forfeiture of Life and Eſtare. 
Indeed no ather Quzrter or Utfaze could tationally be expected- 
from a Parliament, wherein its tc 1: noted, "that Nine- parts of 
Ten were the Mars, O's, and Clans: In a word, The Off- 
ſpring of thoſe Vulcurs , who for their Rebellion and horrid 
Treaſon in 1641 , juſtly forffited all they could pretend ro;

An& as for thoſe whom they term Abſentees, they have dealt 
with them mo{t difingenuouſly (to ſay no worle of it) and hand- 
led them as Exiles, and proſcribed Perfons ; for having colleeted 
a Schedulc of their Names,thevy fuiſted them into a Proclamation, 
limiting, their return to certain fixr days ; ſome in September, 
ſome in Otober, ſome in November ; but in the mean time the 
took eſpecial Care, that,no Noiſe ſhould be made of ir, and leſt 
the ſound of ſuch a Warning-Piece ſhould reach into England, 
Scotland or the Iſle of Man; They provided fo, thar no ſuch 
Proclamation ſhould be made publick, till rhe ſeveral days of 
Grace were Elapſed; And then by virtue of the 4# apainſt 
Abſentees , they preſently Seized on all the Perſonal Eſtates of 
ſuch Perſons, and confiſcated them to the uſe of the late King.

ſions, not herein mentioned to be ſaved and preſerved, 
ſhall by Authority of this preſent Parliameat be deemed, 
conſtrued and adjudged void, debarred and diſcharged ' 

to all intents and purpoſes whatſoever againſt your Ma- 
\ jelſty, your Heirs and Succeſſors, and yours and their 
Grantees or Aſſigns, and the ſaid Lands, Tenements and 
Hereditaments belonging to ſuch Rebels as aforeſaid, ſhall 
be veſted in your Majzity, your Heirs and Succeſſors freed 
and diſcharged from the faid Remaihder and Remainders 
faved and preſerved by this Act, and that it may ap- 
pear with all convenient ſpeed, 

Be it Enatted by the Authority aforeſaid , That the re- 
ſpeAive Perſons Intituled to ſuch' Remainders and Re- 
verſions, do within Sixty days next after the firſt ſitting 
of the Commiſſioners for Examining the ſaid Aft of Re- 
peal, and this preſent Aft, exhibit their Claims before 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, and make out their Titles to ſuch 
Remainder or Remainders, ſo as to procure their Adju- 
dication, and Certificate for the ſame, or the Adjudica- 
tion or Certificate of ſome Three or more of them;- and 


further, 
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further, that all Remainders for which ſuch Adjudication 
and Certificate ſhall not be procured at or before One 
Hundred and Twenty days after the firſt ſitting of the ſaid 
Commiſſioners, ſhall be void, and for ever Barred or Ex- 
cluded ; any thing in this ACt, or other matter to the con- 
trary in any wiſe notwithſtanding, All which Lands, Te- 
nements, and Hereditaments, mentioned as aforcſaid, to be 
forfeited unto, and veſted in your Majeſty by any the Clau- 
ſes aforeſaid, and are hereby declared to be ſo forfeited 
unto, and veſted in your Majeſty, without any Office or 
Inquiſition thereof found or to be found, and the ſame 
to be to the Uſes, Inrents and Purpoſes, as in the ſaid 
ACt of Repeal, and in this preſent Aft mentioned and 
expreſſed. 

The Fifth is a whecdling Clauſe to amuſe a certain 
ſmall number of Women, Widows, Minors and Sick- 
Perſons with a ſeeming Latitude to return: but their E- 
ſtates are ſure to be velitcd in the King till they do, as 
more at large you may fee, viz. 

And whereas the ſeveral Perions hereafter named, wx. 
Lyonel Earl of Orrery, Mrs, Traps, Anne Vicounteis Dowa- 
ger of Dungannon , Robert Boyl Eſquire , Katherine Wocd- 
cock, Alice Counteſs Dowager of Drogh 4a, and the relt, 
as in the former Book of the Perſons attainted. p. 37, 383, 
to about the number of Eighty Perſons, |are and tor 
ſome time paſt, have been abſent out of this Kingdom, 
and by reaſon of Sickneſs, Nonage, Infirmicies, and other 
diſabilities, may for ſome time further be obliged ſo to 
ſtay ont of this Kingdom, or be diſabled to return 
thereunto. Nevertheleſs, it being much to the weaken- 
ning of this Realm, that any of the Rents or Profits of ' 
the Lands, Tenements or Hereditaments therein, ſhould 
he ſent into or ſpent in any other Place beyond the 
Seas , but that the ſame ſhould be Kept and Employed 
within the Realm for the betrer ſupport and defence 
thereof ; Be it therefore Enatted by the Authority afore- 
ſaid, that all the Lands, Tenements, and USO $807 
Ute, 
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Uſe, Truſt, Polleſſion, Reverſion , Remainder, and all 
and every other Eſtate, Title and Intereſt whatſoever 
beionging or appcrtaining to ail and every the Perſons 
herein befere lat mentioned within this Kingdom , be 
ard arc lier.by veſted in your Majelty , your Heirs and 
Succeiiors. Provided aiways, that if any Perſon or Per- 
ſons in the next for-;oing CUlavſe mentioned, have hi- 
therto becha-e] themſelves Loyally and Faithfully to 
your Majcity, that then, if they or any of them, their 
or any of their Heirs do hereafrer return into thus 
kingdom, and behave him, or themſelves as becometh 
Loyal Sabjets, and do on or before the Laſt day of the 
firit Term next enſuing, after ſuch their return, Exhibit 
his or their Petition or Claim, before the Commiliio- 
ners for Executing the ſaid Acts, (if then ſitting,) or 
in his Majeſties high Court of Chancery, or in his Ma- 
jeſties Court of Exchequer for any ſuch Lands, Tene- 
ments or Hereditaments, and make out his or their Ti- 
tle thereunto, and obtain the Adjudication and Decree 
of any of the ſaid Courts of and- for ſuch his or their 
Title, that then and in ſuch caſe, ſuch Adjudication and 
Decree ſhall be ſufficient to all ſuch Perſon and Perſons, 
for deveſting and reltoring ſuch Eſtate, and no other 
as ſhall be therein and thereby to him or them adjudg- 
ed end decreed ; and that the order of any of the ſaid 
Courts ſhall be ſufficient Warrant to all Sheriffs, or 0- 
ther proper Officer to whom the ſame ſhall be directed, { 
to put ſuch Perſon or Perſons in the aCtual Seizing and \, 
Poſleſſion of the ſaid Land, any thing in this Act con- 
tained, or any other Statute, Law or Cuſtom whatſo- 
ever to the contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding. Pro- 
vided always, and be it further Enatted by the Authority 
aforeſaid, that neither the i4id Act of Kepeal, or this 
preſent Act, or any thing in them or cither of them 
contained ſhall extend to, or be conſtrued to forfeit or 
velt in your Majelty, your Hetrs or Succefſors, or other- 
wiſe to Barr, Extinguiſh or Weaken, any right of En- 
ty, 
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ery, right of Action, Uſe, Trult, Leaſe, Condition or 
Equity of Redemption, of any Mortgave or Morigages, 
which on the firit day of Auguſt, 1688, belonged or 
appertained to any Perſon or Perſons not being for- 
feiting Perſons within the true Intent and Meaning of 
the ſaid Aft of Repcal, or this preſent Act, and which 
ever ſince the firſt day of Auzyſt, 1688, continued or re- 
mained in ſucl; Perſons, not being Perſons, or deſcend- 
ed or devolved, or come from them, or any of them, 
to any of their Heirs, Executors or Adminiſtrators, not 
being, forfeiting Perſons as aforeſaid, any thing in this 
or the ſaid Act of Repeal to the contrary notwithſtand- 
ing. Provided always, that the Perſon or Perſons claim- 
ing ſuch rigat of Entry, right of Attion, Uſe, Trult, 
Leaſe, Condition or Fquity of Redemption, of Mort- 
gage, do and ſhall Exhibit his and their claim for the 
ſame, before the Commiſſioners for Execution of the 
ſaid At of Repeal, or of this preſent AA within Sixty 
days. after the firſt ſitting of the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
and procure the Adjudication of them, or any three or 
more of them therenpon, within one Hundred and 
Twenty days after the ſaid firſt ſitting of the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners. 

And whereas, by one or more Office or Offices in the 
time of the Earl of Srrafford's Governmeat, in the Reign 
of King Charles the Firlt of ever Bleſſed Memory, all or 
a great part of the Lands, Tenements, and Heredita- 
ments in the Province of Connaught, and Counties of 
Clare, Limerick, and Tiperary, were velted in his Majeſty, 
and by the Acts of Settlement or Explanation , the Taid 
Office and Offices are declared to be null and void ; 
ſince which time, the ſaid Acts have been by the ſaid 
Atts of Repeal Repealed, and thereby ſome prejudice 
might ariſe or accrew to the Proprietors concerned in 
them Lands, if not prevented. Be it therefore Enatted, 
by the Authority aforeſaid, that the faid Office and Of- 


fices, and every of them, commonly called the Grand 
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Office, and the Title thereby found or endeavoured to 
be made out, or ſet up from the time of finding or ta- 
king thereof, was and is hereby declared to be null and void 
to all intents and purpoſes whatſoever : Provided always 
that nothing herein contained, ſhall any way extend to 
charge any Perſon, ,or* Perſons who hath bona fide paid 
any Rent, or Arrears of Rent, that has been due and 
payable out of any Lands hereby veſted in your Ma- 
jelty ; or to charge any Steward or Recelver that Re- 
ceived any ſuch Rents or Arrears of Rent, if he bona 
fide paid the ſame ; but that he and they ſhafl be hereby 
diſcharged for ſo much as he or they ſo bona fide paid 
azainſt your Majeſty , your Heirs and Succeſſors. Pro- 
vided always, and it 1s hereby Enatted, that every Perſon 
not being a forſciting Perſon , within the true intent 
and meaning of the ſaid former Att, or of this preſent 
Att, and who before the Seventh day of May, 168g, 
had any Statute Staple, or Recognizance for payment 
of Money, or any Mortgage, Rent Charge , Portion, 
Truſt, or other Incumbrance either in Law or Equity 
or any Judgement before the Two and Twentieth day of 
May, 168g, for payment of Mony which might charge 
any of the Eſtates, Lands, Tenements and Heredita- 
ments ſo as aforeſaid forfeited unto, and veſted in your 
Majeſty, ſhall and may have the benefit of the ſaid Sta- 
tutes Staple Judgments, Recognizances, Mortgages, 
Rents Charges, . Portions, Truſts, and other Incum- 
brances out of the Eſtate or Eſtates , which would be 
liable thercunto, in caſe the faid former A or this 
preſent Act had never been made. Provided always, that 
the Perſon and Perſons who had ſuch Statutes Staple, 
Judgments, Recognizances or other Truſts or Incum- 
brances, Co claim the ſame before the Commiſſioners, 
for Execution of the ſaid former A within two Months 
after the firſt ſitting of, the ſaid Commiſſioners, and 
procure their Adjudication thereof, within ſach reaſona- 
ble time as the faid Commiſſioners ſhall appoint for de- 
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termining the ſame. And to the end that ſuch Perſon 
and Perſons as ſhall have any of the ſaid Lands, Tene- 
ments, or Hereditaments ſo to be granted unto him a- 
bove kll Incumbrances, and may injoy the ſame againſt 
all Statutes Staple, Judgments, Recognizances, Mort- 
gages, Rents Charge, and other Incumbrances, not 
claimed and adjudged as aforeſaid. Be it therefore further 
Enafted by the Authority aforeſaid, that all fuch Lands, 
Tenemgnts, and Hereditraments as ſhall be forfeit- 
ed unto, and veſted in your Majeſty, and granted by 
Letters Patents purſuant to the ſaid former Act, or 
this preſent, ſhall be, and are hereby freed and acquit- 
ted and diſcharged of and from all Eſtates, Charges and 
Incumbrances whatſoever, other than what ſhall be claim- 
cd and adjudged as aforcſaid. 


Upon the Firſt I do obſerve, that after they are all 
marked with a black Coal, and actually attaiated of Trea- 
ſon whether Dead or Alive, Killed in open Rebellion , or in 
Arms, or otherwiſe ; (i,c.) whereſoever they are, or what- 
ſoever they are doing, there is a very merciful ſaving 
extended to them under theſe favourable conditions : 
Firſt, They muſt be commorant and reſident in the King- 
dom. Secondly, That they muſt be ameanable to Law. 
Thirdly , That they mult by the Tenth day-of Augnft, 
1689, ſurrender themſelves to Juſtice, Fourthly, T hat 
they ſhall be diſcharged by Proclamation, if they ſhall 
be acquitted upon their Tryal; while all th& is nothing 
but palpable Colluſion and Banter, they very well know- 
ing, that ſuch as had taken Arms, were either out of 
the Kingdom, or reſident in the Proteſtavt Quarters, 
that it was impoſſible, for them, or the greateſt part 
of them, to make their appearance by the tenth of 
Auguſt 16389. That no Man who had not forfeited Rea- 
ſon and common Senſe, would come in with a Halter 
about his Neck, and try w hether they could find a Hang- 
man z or being ſubject to the pains of High-treaſon, to 
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make an experiment of the Juſtice of Popiſh Fudges, and 
the Mercy of a Popiſh Jury. 

By the (econd Clauſe relating to the Abſcondees, A 
time is allowed them to the firſt of September 1689. to 
icturn and appear : But upon what Conditions ? ( why ) 
only that they ſhall of eheir own accord render t1emſelves 
ro Fuſtice, and then, i; by the Verdift of twelve Men they 
ſoall be Convitted of Ireaſon (which beyond all doubt or 
queſtion woald be the Fate of every one of thems) they 
are to be decently, and legally: Beheaded or Hang'd: 
and if any of them ſhall upon his Tryal be acquitted or 
diſcharged, then to be freed from all Penalties and For- 
feitures, Which indeed, in. good reaſon ought ſo to he, 
but ſo much Indifferency and Candor is not to bz ex- 
pected from Camnmivals, And for my part I would as' 
ſoon believe Tranſu>/tantiation, or truſt to be ſaved by 
the Supererogation of other Mens Merits. 

The third, which ſcems to have an aſpect only on ſuch 
as are denominated Abſentees, 1s as full fraught with 
Tricks and Deligns,as it abounds with Miſchief and Malice; 
for to ſay nothing of that great number of Gentlemen, - 
Merchants and Tradeſmen, who for the necellary pre- 
ſervation of their Lives, have been conſtrain'd to at- 
fent themſelves, and ſeek a Shelter in England, Scotland, 
and the Iſle of Man, there are many of the Nobility 
and Gentry of and in England, who are expoſed to the 
reach of this fatal Summons, who never were commo- 
rant in Jreland, never ſaw the Country, and poſſibly ne- 
ver intended to fee it, yet they are obliged under pain 
of High Treaſon, and Forfeitnre of Lives and Eſtates, 
' to appear there by the Frit of Ofober 168g. and to ren- 
der themſelves to ſome Magiſtrate, and ſubmit to a 
Tryal for ſuch Crimes as it pleaſes their Enemies to ſuc- 
geſt, and their Proſecutors to urge. Many others - of 
them have heen abfent, and ſetled in England for divers 
Years, ſome for above twenty ; yet it is expected that 
they muff now take upon them a Winter Journy, and 
patiently 
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patiently ſubmit to be hang'd for preſuming to croſs 
the Seas, when there mb,;ht be after an unforeſeen oc- 
calion to employ their Service ;, bur it hath fo fallen out, ' 
that neither the one nor the other hath been terrified by 
theſe Threats which they never heard of till long after 
the day of Grace was expired, but have rather adven- 
tured to run the Riſque, and bs deveſtcd of their Eltates 
for a while, no way doubting of a Recovery and Re+ 
ſtitution in good time, Againlt this terrible Storm there 
13 but one Anchor to truſt to ; and that to be rely* on 
only by a ſeiect number, and that is to give ſuch Teſti- 
mony of their Loyalty and Fidelity to King James, im caſe he 
ſhall happen to £0 1nto England or Scotland before the firit 
day of Ottuber 168g. as That upon a Certificate from 
him, and the Inroiment of it in Chancery before the firft 
day of November 168g. they,may be white Boys again 
But foraſmuch as the late King hath not thought it fit 
to come upon the Place, and make his demand, I con- 
ceive them abſolved from all breach of Duty, tho at 
the ſame time they have llipt all other Opportunites of 
purchaling their Pardon. 

The fourth enaCting Clauſe is ſo Comprehenſive, ſo 
armed at all Points againit all manner of Exc1ſes, 
Subterfuges and Evalions, that whoſoever ſhall flatter 
himſelf with a hope of Security in that Harbour, will 
certainly ſplit upon a Rock ; He that ſhall wade in thar 
Tempeitvous Sea, ſhall never þz able to ſtem the Tide: 
For in a Word, All ſorts of Eltates, Rights and Properties 
belonging to all ſorts of Men, eycept the Rebellious 
and Bloody Irith, and ſuch: unhappy Perſons as have 
been bewitched into a Confederacy with them, are doom'd 
to an irreverſible Forfeiture, and veſted iz the late King, 
and that Title thereunto, to commence from the firſt of 
Auguſt 1688. when all Things were quiet, in aka Pace, 
and many Months were palt atter ti:at day, betore there 
was the leaſt umbrage given of any (ppolition, or De- 
feftion, but then to clap tn an uſeleſs Proviſo, where- 
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by all Perſons claiming any Reverſims or Remainaers, are 
{tinted to exhibite them within t1xty days after the firit 
ſitting of their new fangled Commiſſioners, and to pro- 
exye an Adjudication or Certificate from them within one 
hnndred and twenty days aftcy the firſs ſuting, IS 2 Ruie {o 
Repugnant to Reaſon, Law and Equity, that it evident- 
ly appears to be contrived on purpoſe to jcer and ridt- 
cule the poor Sufferers ; For. coutd it b2 imagined that 
any Proteſtants would adventure to go among them du- 
ring the Flames of a raging War, to make a demand 
of a preſent or future Title, and ſtay there if they 
might be ſuffered, till that very precious Court for Ad- 
judication of Claims ſhould fit, and be eſtabliſhed ? but 
the burden of the Song is, let all be weſted in his Majeſty. 
And thus, whether they be attainted as Abſemees, or 
found guilty upon the Tryal, or rejected in their Claims 
before the Commiſſioners, all is ſummoned up in one and 
the ſame Conclulion, the whole Eſtates of the Proteſtants 
Real and Perſonal, mult be forfeited, and -the King 
muft have them towards a Kepri/al of what he abdicated 
in England. 

The ſame Spirit and Humor runs in the fifth declarative 
and enacting Clauſe, pretending a Shadow of Favour to 
certain Perſons therein named by reaſon of Minority, 
Widowhood, or Sickneſs, but canting in the ſame ſtrain 
with the former Clauſe and Proviſo's, ſo that all Sexes 
and Degrees, according to their Deſign and Contri- 
vance, are irrecoverably barred from all Poſſeſſion , 
Right, Remainder or Reverſion, ſo long as they can be 
proſperous in this Holy War,which is apparently ground- 
ed upon a National, as well as a Religious Quarrel. 

I am very unwilling to imploy the Reader with a 
nauſeous Repetition of any Matter couched in the pre- 
cedent Obſervations, which cannot be avoided if 1 ſhould 
£0 abont to make a dire Anſwer to the Abſurdities in 
each fingle Paragraph, of that famous A&t of Attainder 
whereby the Jriſh have fully and apparently demonſtrated 
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to the world, that as Engliſh Men, they look upon us as 
Jatruders ; as Proteſtants, they treat vs as Miſcreants and 
Hereticks, And lince neither the horrible Murder per- 
petrated 'in the laſt Rebelhion, nor the preſent burning 
of Houſes, deſtruction of Plantations , general depopula- 
tion of the Country , are like to be available ro extin- 
gniſh the Families, and ſubvert the Religion ; T hey have 
now tryed their otmolt effort, by Seizing and Confiſca- 
ting all Perſonal Eſtates, and by the abſolute alienation 
of all their Rights, Titles, and Intereſts, ſo that from 
henceforth it was intended that no Engliſh Proteſtant muſt 
dare to ſet: his Foot in Jreland, nor his Children call to 
mind that ever any of his Forcfathers had a footing 
there. 

Nevertheleſs npon the review of the-remaining part of 
the Att of Attainder , it will not be amiſs to offer a D1i- 
veriion to the Reader, by making ſome brief Remarks 
on the injuſtice, ſubtilty and partiality comprehended in 
it, For Men after they are atuvally attainted, are in- 
vited to appear and ſhew cauſe why they ſhould not be 
Executed ; their Appearance 1s limited to certain days 
and timcs. And leſt any inconſiderate Man ſhould be fo 
Fool-hardy , as to adventure on his Purgation , there is 
no publick notice given of the Appearance required, till 
the days are Incurred and paſt; they are obliged to pur 
in Claims, and to ſolicite an Adjudication before certain 
partial and prejudicated Commiſſioners, who are to mect, 
none knows when, and will determine none knows what : 
Nay, in ſome caſes, they are poſitively appointed to 
put in their claim within Two Months after the firſt 
litting of ſuch Commiſſioners, and afterwards to procure 
their Adjudication within ſuch Reaſonable time , as the Com- 
miſſuoners ſhall appoimt for determining the ſame. 

And becauſe a private Att  ; in the Reign of King 
Charles the Second, in favour of the Renowned Duke of Al- 
bemarle, whereby ſeveral Lands,Tenements and Hereditamentr, 
are conveyed to him, in teſtimony of the greateſt and molt 
Impor- 
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important ſervice that ever was performed by a Subject, 
je. bccaule the ancient Proprictors of the ſaid Lands, (i. e.) 
thoſe notorious:Rebels,; and Murderers, who jultly tory 
feited for their Trealon, are” thereby barred and depriy 
ved of their ancient Eſtates, that A& mult be repealed, 
and the ancient Proprietors reſtored ; which is a tugh 
picce of Ingratitude to the memory of that Iliuſtriou> Per- 
ton ,. who under God, effected the Reſtoration of the 
Royal Family , and even of their very King James him- 
ſcif ; the Reader may be pleaſed to peruſe the Clauſe it- 
ſ:if , and Judge of the reaſonableneſs and Cavility of 
It. 

And whereag by one private Att of Parliament, Entitu-» 
led, An Act for ſecuring of ſeveral Lands,J rtnements and Here- 
ditaments 19 George Duke of Albemarle,which ACt was paſt in 
the Reign of King, Charles the Second, ſome Lands, Tene- 
ments and Hereditaments on this Kingdom , which on 
the Two and Twentieth day of Oftober, 1641, belonged 
to ſome ancient. Proprietor or Proprietors, who were 
diſpollclled thereof by the late Uſurped Powers, werc 
ſecured or allured nnto the ſaid George Duke of Albe- 
marle, by m:ans whereof, the ancient - Proprietors of the 
ſaid Lands may be barred and deprived of their ancicnt 
Eſtates , valeſs the ſaid Act be Repealed; though ſuch 
ancient Proprietor or F1 oprietors, be as juſtly Intituled 
to Reſtitution, as other ancient Proprietors, who were 
diſpoſieſſed by the ſaid Uſurper, and barred by the late 
ACts of Settlement and Expianation, Be it therefo2c 
Enafted, That the ſaid Att for ſecuring of ſeveral Lands, 
1cuments an Hereditaments to George: Duke of Albe- 
marle, be and 1s hereby -Repealcd to all intents and pur- 
poſes whatſoever ; and that the Proprietors of the faid 
Lands and their Heirs and Aſſigns be reſtored to their 
ſaid ancient Eitates in the ſame manner, with the 
ts other ancient Proprietors , their Heirs and Aſ- 
gs. | 
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If any of the ancient ProprieroFF, (i. e.) the Heirs of 
thoſe Barbarons Rebels, (who in 1641, exceeded the ſharp- 
eſt Turkiſh Cruelty ) have been fo thirſty as to pnrchaſe 
their old Eſtates, or any part of them, they ſhall be re- 
priſed; and reinburſt their (-purchaſe Mony out of ſome 
honeſt Gentlemans- Eſtate, and this furely was Mony 
well laid our. zz, 

And wheres, ſeveral ancient Proprictors whoſe Eſtates 
were ſeized and velted in Perſons deriving a Title 
under the faid Acts of: Settlement or Explanation, have 
in ſome time after the paſling the ſaid Afts, purchaſed 
their own ancient Eſtates or parts thereof, from the 
Perſons who held the ſame under the faid Atts as afore- 
ſaid, which old Proprietors would now be reſtored to 
their ſaid antient Eſtates,/ if they had not purchaſed the 
ſame. And for as much as the ſaid ancient Proprietors 
or their Heirs, ſhould receive no benefit of the ſaid At 
of Repeal , ſhould they not be 'reprized for the Mony 
paid by them for their faid ancient Eſtates. 

Be it therfoze Enacted by the Aughoziry afozeſaſd, That 
all and every the ancient Proprietor or Proprietors, or 
their Heirs, who have laid 6ut any Suns or Sums of Mo- 
ny for the purchaſe of their own ancient Eſtates, or any 
part thereof as aforeſaid, ſhall receive out of the Com- 
mone« ſtock of Repriſals, a ſufficient -recompence and fſa- 
tisfaftion for the Mony laid out by him or them for the 
purchaſe of their ſaid ancient Eſtate, at the rate of Ten 
Years purchaſe, any Clauſe, At of 'Stature to the contra- 
ry in any wiſe notwithſfanding, 

Snch as that Serene Government 'has been pleaſed to 
mark with the names of Reb-1s,' are tyed to a certain 
fix*'d time for procuring Certificates of their Innocence, 
and Inrolling their Pardons, thongh' at' the ſame time 
the Commiſſioners and other Miniſters may chuſe whe- 
ther or no they will grant either, 'tHl the time (allowed) 
be elapſed; but in the caſe where the other ggod Sub- 
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ſigns are delayed in obWining Letters Patents purſuant to 
the Act of Repcal, there a Certificate ſhall be of as 
great to1ce, and bcar ihe ſame Authority as Letters Pa- 
tents under the Broad Scal, as appears by what follows. 
And tor pre-ention of all vnneceilary Delays, and 
enjuſt Charges which can .or may happen to the Subjects 
of this Kealm, (viz. the Rebds of 1641, their Heirs and 
Aſſigns ) before their full and final Setlement, Be it 
thcrefoz2e Enag2d by the Autho: ity afozeſaid, 'T hat where 
the Commillioners for Execution of the taid Act of Re- 
peal, or any three or more of them, .ſhall give any Cer- 
Liticate under his or their Hands and Seals, to any Perſon 
or Perſons, Podics Politick or Corporate, in order to the 
paſling any Letters Patents according to the ſaid Act, 
and ſtall likewiſe return a Duplicate of ſuch Certificate 
vnto his Majeſtics Court of Exchequer at Dublin to be 
tlere enrolled, and the Perſon and Perſons, Bodies Po- 
litick or Corporate, to whom ſuch Certificate ſhall be 
given, ſhall during the ſpace of fix Months next en- 
tuing the date thereof, dilhgently proſecute the having 
and obtaining Letters Patents accordingly, but ſhall be 
thereof 'delayed and hindred by the negleCt of any Of- 
ficer or Ofhcers, that then and in ſuch Caſe the ſeveral 
and reſ;eftive Perſon, Bodies Politick. and Corporate, 
to whom -or- in whoſe behalf ſach Certificate ſhall be 
given or:granted, ſhall hold and enjoy the ſeyeral Meſ- 
ſua, es, Manngrs, Lands, 'Tenements and Hereditaments 
in the ſeveral: and reſpective Certificates mentioned and 
allotted according to ſuch Eſtate, and under ſuch-Rent 
as are therein mentioned, as fully and amply to all intents 
and purpoſes, as if Lettgrs Patents thereof had been granted 
and perfetted atrording 149 the djreion of the ſaid former 
AA, any thing 'in;;|this or the ſaid, former At, or any 
other Law, Statute, or Uſage to'the contrary notwith- 
ſtanding. That thoſe dutiful Subjets may have. no cauſe 
of compiaint, ſce the following Clauſe, viz. 
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And whereas by the hardſhips and Oppreſlions in- E 
troduced by the ſaid Acts of Settlement and Explana- 
tion, ſome ancient Proprietors who would have been 
reſtorable by the ſaid Aft of Repeal, have been neceſli- 
tated to accept of Leaſes for Life, Lives, or Years, of 'Y 
Gifts in Tail, or other Conveyances of their reſpective =_ 
Eſtates, and have 'contraCted to pay ſome Rents, Duties, 4 
or other Reſervations out of ſuch their ancient Eſtates, 
by which acceptance of Leaſes, or Gifts before menti- 
oned, and by the ſaid Agreements to pay Rents, Duties 
or. Reſervations for the ſame ; the ſaid ancient Proprie- 
tors may be barred, or ſtopped, and excluded from the be- 
nefit of Reſtitution intended for ancient Proprietors, by 
the ſaid ACt of Repeal. 

Be it therefoze Enacted, that the acceptance of any 
ſuch Leaſe or-Leaſes, Gift or Gifts intail, or other A- 
greement or Agreements upon any ſuch account for pay- 
mgnt of Rents, Duties, or other Reſervation for any 
ſuch their ancient reſpeCtive Eſtate or Eſtates ſhall be no 
way prejudicial, or binding, or concluſive to any ſuch 
ancient Proprietors, or to his or their Heirs, Execu- 
tors or Adminiſtrators, any thing herein, or in the 
ſaid At of Repeal to the contrary notwithſtanding, 

In a- Word to render the Complyance of the Proteſtants 
(if any were ſo minded) altogether impoſlible; it is pro- 
vided that all Letters to be granted of dny Office, or 
Lands, ſhall contain a Clauſe, compelling the Inrolment in 
the Chancery in Ireland, viz. And it is further Enacted by 
the Authozity afozeſaid, That all Letters Patents hereafter 
to be granted of any Office or Lands whatſoever, ſhall 
contain in rhe ſame Letters Patents, a Clauſe requiring 
and compelling the ſaid Patentees to cauſe the ſaid Let- 
ters Patents to be enrolled in the Chancery of Jreland, 
within a time therein to be limited, and Letters Patents 
wherein ſuch Clauſes be omitted, are hereby declared to be 
utterly void and of none effect. 

By the ſubſequent Clauſe]they gave their King a Power 
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to the 1ſt day of Nov.1689g.to pardon, with this Reſfrition, 
that the ſaid Letters Patents of Pardon, ſhall be enrolled in 
the Rolls Office of the Chancery in /reland before the laſt of 
Nov. 168g. or elſe to be void and of none effect ; a thing that 
. was never known or whiſpered in England,or in the Prote- 
ſtant Quarters in Ireland till the Year 1695. and that the 
Maſter of the Rolls, and that obliging Attorny General of 
whom you have had' a ſhort Diſcription, page may 
not be hopeteſs of- good Grieſt to their Mills, it 1s pro- 
vided, that no Letters Patents of Pardon may. contain 
above one Perſon : And that the Reader may be Judge of 
the Matter of Fatt, here it begins thus: _. 

P2ovided always, Thar if your Sacred Majeſty at any 
time before the firſt day of November 168g. by I ctters. 
Patents under the Broad: Seal of England reliding there, . 
or by Letters Patents under the Broad Seal of /rcland:' 
during your Majeſties aboad here, ſhall grant your gra-- 
cious Pardon .or Pardons to any one or more of the Per-. 
ſons herein before mentioned, or intended to be attaint-- 
ed, who ſhall return to their Duty and Loyalty,that-then, 
and in ſuch caſe, ſuch Perſon and Perſons fo pardoned, 
ſhall be, and are hereby excepted. out of this preſent 
Aft, as if they never had been therein named, or thereby 
intended to be attainted, and ſhall be, and are hereby 
acquitted and diſcharged from all Attainders, Penalties

of Pardon ſhall contain above one Perſon ; And that all 
and every ſuch Letters Patents of Pardon and Pardons 
_ ſhall be_inrolled 1n the. Rolls Office in your Majeſties 
High 
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High Court of Chancery in this Kingdom (of Ireland) 
at or before the ſaid laſt day of the ſaid Month of No- 
vember, or indefault thereof, to be abſolutely void and 
of no effeft, any thing herein contained to the contrary 
notwithſtanding. 

P2ovided likewiſe , that if any Perſon or Perſons 
ſo pardoned, ſhall at any time after the date of the 
aid Pardon, joyn with, or aid, or afliſt any of your Ma- 
jeſties Enemies, or with any Rebels in any of your Ma- 
jeſties Dominions, and be thereof convifted or attainted 
by any due Courſe of Law, that then, and in ſach caſe 
they ſhall forfeit all the benefit and advantage of ſuch 
Pardon, and ſhall be again ſubject and lyable to all pe- 
nalties and Forfeitures inflicted on them, and every of 
them by this or the ſaid Act of Repeal, as if ſach Pardon 
or Pardons had never been granted ; *P2ovided always, 
that nothing in this Act contained ſhall extend, or be 
conſtrued to extend to veſt in your Majeſty any Lands, 
Tenements and Hereditaments, or other intereſt of any 
ancient Proprietor, who by the {aid-ACt of Repeal is to- 
be reſtored to his ancient Eſtate, but that all ſuch Per- 
ſon or Perſons, and all the Right, Title and Intereft 
are, and ſhall be ſaved, and Teſerved according to the 
true intent and meaning of the ſaid AQ, any thing in 
theſe Preſents to the contrary notwithſtanding.

And now by what's here truly Copied out of their 
Originals, and from the ſhort Remarks made thereupon ; 
I-hope the Reader will not think it tedious or improper 
by way of Concluſicn,to give a ſummary Account of ſome 
late Tranſaftions in and about. Dublin, and the Miſery 
the Proteſtants were in, both there and in the Country ; 
The late King's tame Submiſſion, and truckling to the 
French, their Inſolency, Pride and Haughtineſs, as well to 
the Papiſts as Proteſtants, and many other Paſlages. 
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From that time, the Lord Mayor put his witty trick on 
the Country People about their Corn, &c. It was obſerved 
that the Markets were very ill furniſhed, and ſeldom Five 
Barrels of any kind of Grain ſeen on any Market Day. Then 
it's agreed on in their Councils to EreCt publick Stores 
through the Kingdom, for gathering in Wheat, Malt, and 
all ſorts of Grain, and alſo for Leather , Wool, Butter, 
\Chezeſe, and what elſe they thonght fir ; and under pre- 
tence of furniſhing, and. filling Stores, to'ſupport an Army, 
"a3 you ſee in the Proclamation for that end,) Seized all 
the vilible effefts of thoſe poor Proteſtants that were un- 
der their wings, ſending ſuch quantities of all ſorts to 
France as the Ingroſler pleaſed. The late King was not the 
only Merchant, but under his Licenſe many Tranſported 
great quantities ; as Delabody had a Licenſe for Fifteen 
Thouſand Pound value. Many of the Dealers knowing it 
to be Felony to Tranſport Wool into France, were cautions 
how they dealt in that Commodity z it was hoped that 
ſome of them that were taken by King Wilkam's, Fleet , 
would be niade Examples to deter others from falling in- 
to the like Errour, | 

Before March laſt, they had Seized above Thirty Thou- 
Jand Barrels of Wheat within two Miles of Dublin, and 
Six Thouſand Barrels in the County of Weſt-Meath, belides 
other ſorts of Grain; and we heard that the like Methods 
had been But in Execution in all parts of the Kingdom 
under their Power. One Mr. Babe, Surveyer General , 
was commanded to Seiſe all the Malt in Dabliz for the 
King's uſe, which he diſobeying, as not belonging ro his 
Office, and unwilling to Plunder his Fellow Proteſtants, 
was diſplaced as a- Diſ-affeted Perſon, and one put in 
that would obſerve Popiſh Orders. 

By Ingroſling the Corn and other Proviſions, it was 
believed and ſaid by ſome of the Popiſh Party, that it was 
to Starve all the Proteſtants; and ſome_ of them 
ſwore in Coffee-Houſts, it would never be well with 
the good Catholick Subjects, till the one half of 
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ine Proteſtants were. Hanged and the other half Star- 
Vec. 

Some others ſay, that nothing ſhould be ſold out of 
the Stores to the Proteſtants, but for Gold and Silver, 
by which means they would certainly pet it; for zl» 
though they have tryed many ways, yet none look?d fo 
efteCtual as this, unleſs putting them to the Rack and their 
Oaths to diſcover what Silyer or Gold they had; with 
which they have been long threatned, though ſome Pro- 
vidence has ſtill averted it. Fleſh was ſold at Six Pence 
a Pound, and all provilions very dear; yet there was e- 
nough to be had for Mony, till the Markets were abuſed 
by wheedling and fooliſh Proclamations. 

The Proteſtants in the Country having ſome foreſight 
of the ſcarcity they might endure, and remembring the 
miſeries ſome of them had ſeen, and ſome others had 
heard their Anceſtors endured in 1641 , thought it pru- 
dence to provide good Stores of Hang'd Beef, Bacon, 
Dryed Fiſh, Peaſe and Beans, which by order from the 
Government ( under the name of Seizing ) was by the 
Souldiers plunder taken from thetn. Some others of them 
having got Braſs Mony, laid it out on Wool, Hides, 
Butter Cheeſe, and Tallow, which was likewiſe taken 
from thear; and when thoſe Poor, Naked, Pillaged Crea- 
tures ſought redreſs, they were mock'd and ſcoft at by 
thoſe that gave orders to plunder them. T 

Such of the old Proprietors as pretended any claim to 
the Eſtates. of the Abſentees, they took Leaſes from the 
Commiſſioners for Executing the ACt of Repeal; and about 
May laſt, when they were to be put in Poſleſſion, they 
held on, and ſo prevented the Sherifs trouble. 

Such of the Proteſtants as were reſolved to abide and 
endure the brunt of things, care was taken to frighten 


them away; the Government iſſues 4 ſecrer Order to the | 
ſeveral Licutenants of the Counties, to turn the Prore- 


ſtants out of ſuch Eſtates as the Papiſts had any claim to, 


and put them in , who were ſure would not let the Pro- 
teſt ants 
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reſtants catry away one Pennyworth of their Goods, keep- 
ing them as ſome ſatisfaCtion for the mean profits. Thus 
they dealt with the: Lord Primate ('Boyl,) who loſt about 
Ten Thouſand Pound value in the furniture of his Houſe 
at Bleſſington, and Killed all the Deer in his Park, though 
the Fleſh at that time was of no uſe ; this was not ſo much 
to be admired, when by authority under the Government, 
they Deſtroyed all the Deer in Rafernum Park, and in 
the Park by Chappell-Izzard. 

And if yer ſome of the Proteſtants remained on their 
Eſtates, to which thoſe old Proprietors could make no 
Claim, on thoſe the Lieutenants by the aforeſaid Order 
might quarter Soldiers at diſcretion , which they did to 
the great grief of thoſe Gentlemen, who as long as they 
could, gave free Quarters to ſuch Numbers as were pla- 
ced- on them ; but not being able to endure this Oppreſ- 
fion and the abuſes put on themſelves, Wives and Chil- 
dren, were forced to fly with their Lives. And this ex- 
ceeded even the French Dragooning ; thus to be forced 
to abandon their fair Buildings, Orchards, and other Im- 
provements, was more untollerable, than the loſs of what 
was taken from them before, hoping in time to recover 
ſome of their Eſtates and other Loſſes, but never their 
Improvements ; which thoſe Ruffians (knowing their Reign 
to be but, Hort) defignedly defaced, rooted vp, burnt and 
deſtroyed, and which had been bronght to yield profit 
as well as pleaſure by great Charge and Induſtry, ſince 
the Settlement after 1641. Who would not be aflifted 
thus to be turned out, to make room for his Cow-boy or 
Swine-Herd, and ſee them decide his Manſion Houſe into 
Seven or Eight ſeveral Dwellings, for thoſe Brutes whoſe 
Fore-Fathers never lay on any other or better Bed than 
a few green Ruſhes, or a little Straw, and after this man- 
ner have they divided that noble Building of Eyres-Court 
in the County of Gallway. | 

The Proteſtants being perſecuted from Place to Place in 
the Country, at length fled to Dublin, where indeed to ſay 


truth, 
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truth, the Proteſtant Citizens have been ſo liberal, both 
to the Proteſtant Priſoners, and thoſe that were not, 
that it is to be admired how their Purſes held out; at one 
Collection on a Sabbath day, it was uſual to receive Fifi y 
or-Sixty Pound , and had it not been for ſuch large Col]- 
leftions, it had gone hard with the Coantry Gentry, who 
had not; received any Rent from May 1688, and always 
Improving their Eſtates, kept bnt little Money by them, 
which they were forced to ſpend in the defence of Law 
Suits, and-other vexatious troubles put on them by the 
Implacable Papiſts; and thoſe that after all had ſaved ſome 
in conſiderable Sum, which though pever ſo thriftily mana- 
ged, yet by the ſcarcity and dearneſs of things in D«b- 
lin, 1t was foon ſpent, and thence they became preater 
Objects, as being really in a worſe condition than the 
meaner ſort, who- could work for Vittuals ; however as 
ſoon as their Poverty was made known, (which was not 
before they had almoſt periſhed, ) there was a competent 
Dividend of the publick Collection ſent by a-private 
hand ; and thus by the matual ſenſe and Fellow-feeling 
of our Diſtreſſes, we ſupported one another. 

That Order ſent to the Lieutenants of the ſeveral Coun- 
ties, to quarter Men- and Horſes at Diſcretion on the 
Proteſtants, was never ſhew'd to any of us, ſo. that ve- 
could never come by a Copy of- it ; but yet they freely 
told vs the Contents, and put them in Execution , with 
all the ſeverity imaginable, to ovr great Grief and Loſs - 
never to be repaired, 

By the late King's being in Poſſeſſion of Dublin, the Mce 
tropalis of the Kingdom, gained great credit with France, 
though 'it has been nſed as if defigned for Flames, when - 
no longer tenable by the late King and his Adherents ; . 
Fifty Thouſand Pounds would "not Repair the Damage 
done to the Buildings thereof before March laſt ; without 
opening of a Gate or Door, one might have walked, nay 
almoſt rid from one end to the other of - the Col- 
ledge. | 4 
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A brisk Trade was kept up with the French, who fent 
great quantities of Fruit, Wine, Brandy, Hops, 'Tobac- 
co, and other groſs Commodities ; for which-they carried 
away the beſt that was in Ireland, as Butter , Cheeſe, 
Wooll , raw Hides and Tallow ; the late King releaſed 
111, 10 s. Impoſition on every Tun of Wiae, and this 
was done in favour of his Army , who before paid Two 
Shillings a Quart, and then but one. 

The 14th of, April, when Sir Clonſly Shovel appeared 
before Dublin with the Fleet under his Command , great 
quantities of the Proteſtants Goods being Seized, and ſe- 
yeral Ships Loaded, and a Eoading with them, the late 
King and his Crew were under terrible apprehenſions at 
firſt, believing that ſome Land-Men would be ſent from 
the Ships to Reduce Dublin, but ſeeing they only attack- 
ed the Ships in the Pool, and fearing they might come 
into the Harbour where the Loaded Ships lay, all Hands 
were imployed to unload ; but Sir Clouſly going oft with 
a ſmaller Priſe than was expeCted, and the Coaſt being 
clear, all Hands were again made uſe of to Load all the 
Ships in the Harbour with the Proteſtants Goods; which 
being done, they ſet Sail under the Convoy of the late 
King's whole Meet, conſiſting of Four Ships, one of 
Eighteen Guns, one of Sixteen, one-of Twelve Guns, and 
a French Privateer. That ſhew made by Sir Closſly, had 
like to have bcen fatal to the Proteſtants, whoſe Coun- 
tenance being ſomewhat chearful, immediately it was 
proclaimed Death to a Proreſtant found ont of Doors; on 
ſome it fell heavily , as upon a Gentleman of my Ac-_ 
quaintance being on a: Viſit among ſome Relations in the 
Inns beyond the Bridge, not knowing the danger. going 
homeward, was ſtopp'd on Eſſex Bridge, receiving a Cut 
above Seven Inches long on his Head, which for Two Years 
before, aked moſt violently, but to his great eaſe, the ſame 
pain has not vilited him ſince his Recovery. And what were 
we to have in exchange for all thoſe choice Commodities ? 
Arms and Amravnition to Murder us ; and indeed we could 
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expect no other, that being WExchange agreed upon 
betore-hand, 

Silver and Gold became one of the greateſt and beſt 
Commodities in Dblin; between Buyer and Seller, a Gui- 
ea before Aay laſt was ſold at 3 1. 105. and an Ounce of 
Silver at Three Crowns of Braſs Mony, and ſo propor- 
tionable for other quantities of Gold and Silver. And al. 
though the French brought great quantities of Braſs and 
Copper, yet it was not enough ; ſo that they began to re- 
duce the Weights of what was already Coined, by melt- 
ing it down, and making it leſs in the new Coin, the 
value of Braſs Mony fell daily, before March Six Hun- 
dred Thouſand Pounds was Coined. 

The Mint has been of late altogether managed by 
Proteſtants z; ſome time ſince there being Papiſts in one 
branch, were diſcovered to cheat above Five Hundred 
Pound a Week in the Six-pences, for which they 
were ſlightly puniſhed, and ſo turned off z which had 
been Death in a Proteſtant. And not only in this, 
but in all other common ordinary Aﬀairs, the Pro- 
teſtants were forced to contrive things for the Pa- 

iſts. | 
: The neceſſary Charge of the Army, came to Eleven 
Hundred Thouſand Pound : per Anmwm, and the Reve- 


nue of the Kingdom never came to above Three Hun-_ 


dred Thirty Two Thouſand Pounds per Aman; there- 
fore, if the late King had been pay*d all he could 
*pretend to, the Tweaty T houſand Pounds Subſidy would 
not half ſuſtain'd his Army ; ſo that of neceſlity there 
muſt have been Coined Yearly , Six_ Hundred Thou- 
ſand Pounds .in Braſs Mony , . which haying no- way 
to circulate, muſt. be ſo_ much, Loſs. to the King- 
dom, and in ſhort time come to nothing. But to pre- 
vent this, he offered to pledge or pawn his Qyit-Rent, 
wh Braſs Mony, at Six per Gent 3 but no body has trult- 
ed hum, + Bee | vo L 
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Whilſt this Braſs Mony paſt, it was of extraordinary 
benefit to the Diſtreſled Proteſtants, all that had it, wag 
ready to Lend thoſe that wanted, otherwiſe ſome Hun- 
dreds would have periſhed , that through meer ſhame 
could not diſcover their condition, to reccive of the pub- 
lick Charitv. | 

Of late the Proteſtants could not come by a bit of 
Bread, but what they purchaſed at trible rates from 
the Soldiers, a Dozen or Twenty of them being placed 
about every Bakers Houſe to prevent the Proteſtants 
from coming by any ; - of which cruel dealings, the late 
King being informed, he anſwered that his Army muſt 
not want Bread whoſoever did ; this was ſome of his 
tenderneſs to his Proteſtant Subjects ; but they made 
'one ſhifc or other to get it till the French came, 
and I fear from thence, many were Starved for want of 
| bread, 

The Proteſtant Tradeſmen were all Imployed, though 
they had rather fate Idle, being ill payed for their La- 
bour, and that in Braſs Mony, which they freely gave to 
their Fellow Sufferers that wanted moſt. 

From the whole, it is eaſy to obſerve the Caſe of the 
Proteſtants to be very deplorable , being Robbed and 
Plundered of all they had in the World, enſlaved and . 
ſubjected to thoſe they hated and deſpiſed, And although 
the late King or his Army, could not ſubſiſt one day 
without the Proteſtants, yet were they nevertheleſs abu- 
ſed , fligh:ed , oppreſt, and had more barbarous uſage 
than could been expected from Algereens; we were ſen- 
ſible they only ſpared our Lives whilſt ſerviceable to 
them, and afterwards our certain Deſtruftion was ded 
ſigned : In the mean time , the Proteſtants were forced 
to ſtrengthen and ſupport their Enemies, 

If the Proteſtant Butchers, Brewers, Bakers, Clothiers, 
Weavers, Taylors, Shooe-makers, Hat-makers, Smiths, 
Carpenters, and other Artizens, had been removed from 
them, 
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them, they could not have had Meat, Bread or Drink, 
Cloaths to wear, nor Carts to carry Proviſion, Arms or 
Ammunition into the Fields; nor would the late King 
had a Mint, Braſs or Copper to Coin in it ; ſo that they 
had ſuſpended all thoughts of turning out the Prote- 
ſtants, as it was often moved in their Councels. The 
Governour Luttorel told the French Ambaſſador , that if 
the Proteſtants were turned out of Dublin, the Papilts, 
muſt quit it; and when they quitted Dublin, they muſt 
quit Jreland, It was the "City that almoſt maintained 
and ſupported the late King's Army laſt Winter, it be- 
ing able to quarter above Twenty Thouſand Men at 
one time : And therefore it was no wonder they were 
unwilling to part with ſuch a Place. But however the 
matter went, they were reſolved as ſoon as King IW/illiam 
took the Field, to confine all ths Proteſtants to the 
Charches, Hoſpitals and Goals, which it ſeems they did ; 
aud which was their commoa practice on every light 
Alarm. 

About the Twelfth of Afarch laſt, the French Fleet 
conſiſting of about Forty Men of War, and about Sixty 
Tenders and others, came into Cork, Harbour , with a- . 
bout Five Thouſand French Land-mea ; for which as you 
have heard, as many of the Brave Old Heroick Bog- 
trotters were to be ſent to the French King ; but many 
of them according, to .their uſual cuſtom run away , in 
the place of whwn many Proteſtants -were Preſſed , for 
that Service to their great grief, lt was then diſcourſed, 
that as ſoon as they returned to France, an Additional 
Fleet would Join them, and that they intended to bring 
Ten Thouſand Land Men with them for the late Kin'zs 
Service.; which doubtleſs is:,the Fleet- on our Coaſts. 
Some of the Nobility ahout the late-King, diſcourſing of - 
the Enghſh and French, ſaid they to him, Sir, Is not the 
French Fleet 4n- great danger to be met with by the Engliſh 3 
to which he. Replied , .Thar he during bis time , bad takgr 
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rare that the Engl;ſh ſhould not have any great ſtrength by 
Sra ;, and now to equip and fit out a Fleet, would be tedious, 
b. fas the (Xjerees , and that he did not doubt but the 
orld maſter them ;, the French had not bcen well 
'... ut Cork, when ſome peſtilent Diſtemper carryed 
off above five hundred of them, they ſcon began to 
murmur, ſaying, They were promifed great Matters be- 
fore they left France, of which, ſince their coming they 
ſaw but ſmall appearance, about three Months Pay in 
Silver and Gold was ſent with them from France,which was 
of a very courſe Metal, and a third part lefs in the in- 
trinſick Valve, than as it formerly paſt in 1rcland. 

Three Battalions of the French marched towards Dub- 
in, appointed as General Lauzauns Guards ; the late King 
having promifed his Guardian ( #, e, ) the French King, 
that the French General ſhould have the poſſeſſion of 
Dublin, and of all the places of any Strength in Ireland; 
accordingly on the the 3d of May Lauzuan ſent to the Go- 
vernor Lutterel to deliyer the Keys of the City and Caſtle; 
to whom Lutterel anſwered, he would firſt acquaint the 
King, who forthwith accompanied the Lord: Mayor and 
Aldermen to addreſs the King, telling him they had thi- 
therto ventur'd their Lives and Fortunes in his Defence,and 
therefore hoped he would not ſtill confide in them to 
govern Dublin, and would not make them abſolate Sub» 
jects to the French, to whom he reply'd, That he had 
engaged, and paſt his Word to his Brother Lewis, that 
Layzun ſhould have' the Government of Dublin, and 
could not recede from it; thereupon the Keys of the 
City was delivered, but the French would not mount the 
Guards tilt. they had likewiſe the Keys of the Caſtle, 
which being'alſo pra {i with, on the fourth of May, 
the French poſſeſt themfelyes of City and Caſtle, ſwear- 
1ng they had no King but Lewis, nor wonld they obey 
any other, and under him their General Lazu : from 
| thence they grew ſo very Rude and Infolent, not only 
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to-Proteſtants, but to Papiſts, that the later grew mighty 
melancholy and dejected, trequently complaining to their 
King, who had no power to help himſelf or them, 
having by his degenerate and mean Spirit truckPd his . 
Authority, and became ſubjeft to the power of France, 
and contented himſelf to be nominal King, 

Of which, the better and more ſober ſort of Papiſts 
were ſenlible ( foreſeeing a ſuddain-change of Govern- 
ment ) could never be perſwaded to take on them the 
leaſt Office or Employment under him, even that of 
Conſtable, 'but reſolved to lay hold on the firſt Oppor- 
tunity, ayd throw themſelves at the Mercy of our moſt 
Gracious King, which ere now they have had a good 
opportunity to embrace. | 

And though how ill ſoever the Iriſh Papiſts reſented 
the Inſolence of the French, yet the Majority were re- 
ſolved to bear with all rather than by cexpreſling their 
inward dillike or diſcontent, giving encouragement to thc 
Proteſtants, if, NOPE for any advantage that might hap- 
pen from Di cords among Papiſts, and therefore careſt 
and treated the French, who called them ten thouſand 
Cowards, and ſaid, they were beaten by a Prieſt and a 
few Boys, meaning that valiant Colonel Walker, and 
thoſe matchleſs Hero's that ſuffer'd with him. 

There being above ten thouſand Proteſtant Men in 
Dublin able to bear Arms, beſides Women and Children, 
and being barr*d of the liberty of the Markets by the 
French, who would not ſell Bread to the Proteſtants as 
the Iriſh Papiſt Soldiers did ; it is a Miracle if thouſands 
the Proteſtants had not periſhed. 

The French as they paſt by any of our Clergy, threat- 
ened them ſadly; on which the Clergy held frequent 
Conſultations how to ſecure themſelves, and deliver'd 
hcir poor Flocks from the daily Threats and Menaces of 
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It was moved that the Clergy ſhould diſguife them- 
ſelves in Frieze Coats, not finding it probable to eſcape 
the then impending Dangers in their Gowns ; this Mo- 
tion was rejected by the Majority, and ſtill depending on 
his ProteCtion, who ſtills the Winds, and the raging of 
the Scas. S: 

Tl.e French had not been two days in Dublin when 
they murdercd two or three Proteltant Clothiers, in a 
part of the City called the Comb; for that great Crime 
of proteCfting their Wives from being made Proſtitutes 
to the French , of which Inhuman ACt no” notice. was 
ever taken, more than if two Dogs had been ſhot. 
About the ſame time ſome of them took a Country- 
Maid that came to Market with her Father, and de- 
floured her-ia the open Street at Noon-day, Many ſuch 
barbarous pieces of Villany has been perpetrated by 
thoſe Blood-ſuckers, whoſe continual Practice was in all 
Parts of the World -where they have been, to burn and 
demoliſh ſuch Places as were not tenable by them ; and 
ſo they moved in their Councils, that that famous City 
of Dublin ſhould be dealt with ; firſt to ſhut up the Pro- 
teſtants 1n the Churches and Hoſpitals, and then if they 
loſt the day, to ſet Fire to all, whereby not only the 
City, but the Proteſtants alſo ſhould be deſtroyed ; 
whereupon the Iriſh City Papiſts, and thoſe of the Army 
apply'd themſclves to their .King, and told him they 
ſhould ſuffer in that Expedition, . as well as the Prote- 
ſtants; and that they would not draw a Sword in his 
Defence, unleſs all thoughts of burning the City were ſet 
aſide, and declared that_ as ſoon as they ſaw or heard of 
any appearance of Fire, they would fly from his Service 
and ſubmit to King Williams Mercy, of which, now they 
have had a good Experiment, and we hope to have that 
account of thoſe uſurping,intruding Ruffians, which Count 
D'avaux propheſied at the landing of General Lauzur? 
and the French ; ſaid D'avaux to Lauzun, You are come: 
to 
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to Le a Sacrifice for a poor ſpirited and cowardly People, 
whoſe Sou.diers. will never Fight, and 'whoſe Officers 
would never obſerve Orders, and therefore they would 
meet with the ſame Fate his Maſters Army met with 
at the Siege of Candia, that is, to be waſted and de- 
ſtroyed , rhoſe that came to relieve not ſtanding by 
them ; and thus we ſee the wonderful Work of God 
(who has porteCted the Proteſtants in Dublin) delivered 
them from 'Pharoab and his. Hoſts: on the fourth day of 
this Inftant Faly, Our gracious Deliverer King William, 
and his Royal Conſort Queen Mary were proclaimed 
KING and QUEEN in Dublin, by the command, 
and in the preſence of his Grace the Duke of Ormond, 
without. any great loſs on our fide, and with wonderful 
. ſatisfaction, and unexpreſlible Joy to thoſe poor Prote- 
ſtants, who were upon the ſame Day releaſed from their 
Bondage. 
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
